From Rhode Island. 

Martial law atill continues in Rhode Is- 
Jand, Gov. Dorris supposed to be in New 
York. The rumor that he had been taken 
wos incorrect. D’Wolf who had taken pos- 
session of a stone house near Burrillville, with 
an intention to resist the royalists, withdrew 
on the approach of the Sea Fencibles and 
Cadets. Some of the Suffrage men have re- 
turned to Chepachet since the withdrawal of 
the troops, The Providence Journal says 
the Royalists can never be secure in the poss 
session of the Government until Gov. Dorr is 
taken. The mere mention of his name seems 
to be sufficient to throw the aristocrats of that 
Stale into great trepidation, The Provi~ 
dence Herald says that the men found by the 
Royalists, in the fort at Chepachet were 
wholly unarmed, and the number according 
to the highest statement, did not exceed 40 or 
50. Many of the persons taken and brought 
to Providence have been examined and dis~ 
charged. The troops have retired to their 
homes, and all is ogain quiet.

Tn much said by each of the gentlemen, I 
most heartily concurred; especially in all their 
recommendatory sentiments of retrenchment 
in every department of State expenditures— 
likewise their promise of rendy action in ev= 
ery effort which may be made with the least 
coloring of success in ways and meas of 
relieving our indebtedness. 
But neither of the gentleman were content 
with the compass or limits, which the em- 
barrassmonts of the State aiforded—oltiough 
ample for the Nivrmonious action of men of 
all parties, having been produced by our coms 
mon but unparrallelied folly and madness. tis 
too lute for recrimination, I for one take upon 
myself my share of and ns hos been 
filly said “comin 1 their shadows 
before,” [thought I saw in the commences 
ment the ruin in which we ore involved as 
clearly as now; aud was then as much opposed 
to the system which produced it: yet I liko 
thousands of others stood and looked eare- 
lessly on without calling to the people to come 
out in moss and avert the ruin Which was im- 
pending—our fault was common in submitting 
to this legislative phrenzy, so our efforts 
should be common in extrienting ourselve: 

But the gentlemen thought proper to loose 
the rein and take arun on federal grounds.

Protective tariff, national bank, and thedis- 
tribution Jaw, seemed to be regarded by cach 
‘of them, asthe only efficient means or mea- 
sures of relief, 
Tconfess when I heard these doctrines 
handed out to the people from sources so high 
and respectable, and none to controvert, I felt 
the rudiments of strife (though but of words) 
stir within me, end could searce refrain. 
Can it be possible, Messrs. Editors, that we 
have had a federal government for more thon 
half a century, and lived prosperously be~ 
yond any example without a evrrency, except 
during those periods in which we Tad a na- 
tiopal bank? And can it be possible that the 
constitutional inhibition upon the States to 
make any thing but gold and silver a legal 
tender, tozether with the restriction on the 
emission of bills of credit, can have no force 
or meaning? To protect what Jet me osk 
were those provisions adopted? I answer to 
insure asound currency! The legal and on- 
ty constitutional currency, which is gold and 
silver, and has existed as such, from the day 
ofthe adoption of the constitution. 
How can gentlemen assert then that the go- 
vernment still owe to the people a currency? 
But nothing is to be recognised in the voca- 
bulary of whig currency buta promissory note 
issued by @ national bank—that in their esti- 
mation is the best currency in the world! 
equal (said Mr, Webster in his Springfield 
speech) to Gold and Silver! Why will the 
whigs deceive themselves and attempt to palm 
their deceptions vpon others? It was confi= 
dently asserted thet the bare election of Gen. 
Harrison was to restore confidence, revive 
credit, and revive prices! Have any of these 
miraculous changes taken place? On the 
contrary have not all these been tending 
downwards to the present moment?

What awful admo- 
nitions have we had in the history of our own, 
country in our own times! clearly demonstra- 
ting its inaptitude to a policy which in its op- 
eration upon a country of such extent, divers 
sity of genius, soil, climate, and production 


must forever defeat the purpose of equality 
in the protection attempted to be given to ins 


industry. Should it foil in this (and it is in- 
cvitable) the warof elements will be again let 
loose, and the murmuring of injustice willbe 
heard--discontent, disunion, and revolution 
may bethe end. ‘That end ‘will be brought 
about in Greut Britain sooner or later; her 
starving population (made so by her protec- 
live tariff) will not always endure it. 

What cays Judge Logan? Whilst her ope- 
rolives ore starving they ore not permitted 
tob pound of our{pork ora barrel of our 
four!

The short notice that was given us of the 
intention of Judge Ford to address the people 
of Shelby, on ‘Thursday the 30th ult, pre-
